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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Subtitles similar to those set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1 .77 should be used throughout 
the specification. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 5-19 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the above claims have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "i.e." in line 1 6 renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
90/05661. 

The connecting devices are 16 and 18, or 144 and 146.. The mast is 12 or 1 16. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by French 2 
714 355. 

The connecting devices are 22 and 21 and the mast is 4.

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Fisher et al is cited to show the wing for the aircraft. Dam is cited 
to show the wing for the aircraft. Noble is cited to show the blades for the wind turbine.
